The Feeney-McLaughlin Ring

HAGUE’S FORERUNNERS 


Hudson County, ruled today by the iron hand of Boss 
Hague, was already partly in the clutches of the Feeney- 
McLaughlin gang in 1889. The gang had worked its way 
to power principally through its promises to the good 
Irish workers and through its pretended friendship for 
them. Once the Ring had entrenched itself, the promises 
were forgotten. The Feeney-McLaughlin gang counted on 
its machine of cheap sports and bar-room loungers to, con- 
solidate and perpetuate its power, 


According to tradition, John P. Feeney was driving 
a wagon in the north end of the city when he was “dis- 
coveréd” by Dennis McLaughlin. McLaughlin, a shrewd 
fellow, ran a news stand and cigar store in a little shanty 
in the north end. His newspaper routes extended in every 
direction through the surrounding tenement district. His 
dingy shop became the meeting place for those who con- 
trolled the primaries in the district. And soon “Denny” 
McLaughlin assumed leadership in these smoky councils. 

Feeney, with his handle-ba» mustaches and with a 
rough, hearty manner which he exploited to the utmost 
to increase his popularity, became McLaughlin’s right- 
hand man. Under his tutelage, he soon jumped from his 
driver’s seat on a wagon to a seat in the State Legislature. 
This was the beginning of a saga of that typical American 
“initiative” and “enterprise” which Feeney-Thomas, Jr., 
from his place on the Dies Committee, is determined to 
defend even if it means destroying the Bill of Rights. 

Feeney and McLaughlin controlled the north end of 
Jersey City. The next step was to join hands with the two 
local bosses of the South end. One of these was Robert 
Davis, a bullet-headed man with a shrewd, cold, livid face, 
who worked for a gas company. The other was Patrick H. 
O'Neill, who had been a drummer boy during the Civil War. 


THE BIG FOUR 


Feeney, McLaughlin, Davis and O'Neill, the Big Four 
as they were known locally, by uniting their forces, were 
able to control city and county conventions. The power 
which they wielded opened up visions of wealth to them. 

In order to amass their pile in that “American way” 
of which Rep. Feeney-Thomas shouts so much, the Feeney- 
McLaughlin Ring had to attain three objectives. They 
had to get control of the sheriff’s office. They had to 
change the city charter. And they required a guarantee 
that a friendly and cooperative person who would sit in 
the Executive Mansion at Trenton. 

Control of the sheriff’s office was absolutely essential 
for carrying out the rest of the scheme. For the sheriff 
controlled the seléction of grand and petty juries. If the 
grand jury indicted, the courts could try those who had 
been charged with, say, political crimes. If the grand jury 
refused to indict, that was thé end of the matter, regard- 
less of the enormity of the crime. 

The sheriff could select juries that would refuse to 
indict his guilty friends and bring in indictments of his 
innocent enemies. (The appreciation of the role of grand

LONDON, Nov. 12 (UP).—PFirst 
Lord of the Admiralty Winston 
Churchill tonight blasted talk of 
peace and mediation in the Euro- 
pean war. 

Describing Hitler as that mon- 
strous apparition” and “that evil 
man over there,” Churchill chal- 
lenged the German Chancellor to 
unleash the merciless blows which 
the Nazis have been threatening. 

Churchill's flinging down of the 
gauntlet to Hitler for a war to the 
finish, in a radio address at 9:15

last week’s peace appeal by Queen 
Wilhelmina of the Netherlands and 
King Leopold III of the Belgians.

BASEL, Nov. 12.—Since the start 
of the European conflict, the Swiss 
federal and cantonal authorities 


fave solemniy declared that food- 


‘stuffs and other raw materials 
would not submit any increase in 
prices. Special departments of price 
control in the Public Service were 
supposed to guard against all aug- 
mentations in the costs of living, 
and were supposed to suppress 
speculation. 

But during the first week of Sep- 
tember, the Swiss Confederation it- 
self had, already, raised excessively; 
the price of gasoline and inflam- 
mable liquids, Certain individuals, 
encouraged by the example, coulan't 
‘resist the opportunity to profit on 
the occasion of such a “godsend.” 
Since more than a month, the Fed- 
eral Office of Price Control has be- 
come, in reality, a legal office for 
the raising of prices, in collabora- 
tion with importers, wholesalers 
and manufacturers.

Col. Gilmore, in his report, which 
was submitted to Federal Works 
Administrator John M. Carmody, 
said that the first Regional Office 
of PWA, covering the states men- 
tioned, has supervised construction 
on 1,456 projects at a total cost of 
¥ $955,700,000 during the past two 

years. 


In the report to Carmody, Col. 
Gilmore said that in the two-year 
period, 1,041 projects have been 
completed in the 11 states of the 
region, and that 415 with an es- 
timated cost of a little less than 4 
half billion dollars remain to be 
finished.

„The way the newspapers are shouting 
over the new two quart milk container, any- 
one would think that the poor people’s milk 
problems had been—delightfully and abso- 
* lutely—solved. Nothing of the sort is true 

—or anywhere near it. This is a very small 
gain due, above all, to the mounting pressure 
of the consumers on the milk trusts. It 
doesn’t even scratch the surface. The major 
fight of the farmers, consumers and labor 
against the milk trust, remains. 

The price of milk is still too high, even 
with this one cent reduction on two quarts. 
The Borden-Sheffield milk barons are still 
getting away with murder in profiteering. 
Just two weeks ago, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission revealed the monopolistic practices 
of Bordens and Sheffields. Said the Commis- 
sion: 

It was our contention that these two 
corporations (meaning Bordens and Shef- 
fields—ed.) acting in concert with other large 
distributors have, from time to time, in cer- 

~ tain important regions in the United States 
succeeded in DICTATING the price of milk.” 
(Our emphasis.) 

The common people of New York know, 
through bitter experience, that this city is 
one of those “important regions.” They know 
that the milk trusts are always pulling some 
scheme to rook the farmers, labor and con- 
sumers. Not even this two-quart system is 
fool-proof. As a matter of fact a news story 
yesterday said: “Alex Pisciotta, director of 
the City Bureau of Weights and Measures, 

recalled that the companies promised to cut

FORMS OF ACTIVITY 


When Marx proceeded to build 
up the First International it was 
not his intention to create an agi- 
tation and propaganda society, but 
a strong, centralized organization 
capable at the given moment of 
fulfilling serious practical tasks.

FIVE CONGRESSES 
The International existed for 
eight years (1864-1872). In this pe- 
riod there took place five Interna- 
tional Congresses. Every Congress 


took place in November. However, 
in May, or June at the latest, Marx 


and Engels concentrated their at- 


tention on their political organiza- 
tional preparation. Marx endeav- 
ored to place on the agenda of each 
Congress at least one question by 
which the discussion could be raised 
to a level of principle, the non- 
Marxist leaders of the Sections of 
the International exposed and the 
masses by conviction brought to 
revolutionary consciousness and led 
under the banner of scientific So- 
cialism. For this central question 
of the Congress Marx collected ma- 
terial and drafted decisions. The 
reports on the activity of the Gen- 
eral Council and on the political sit- 
uation at the time, which for most 
of the Congresses were written by 
Marx, were masterpieces of polit- 
ical analysis. If he could not be 
present at the Congresses himself, 
he drew up detailed instructions for 
his supporters who were to speak

A long time ago I decided that selecting football win- 
ners was a sheer waste of time and chiefly a matter of 
luck. Watching Missouri plaster NYU, 20-7, at the Yankee 
Stadium Saturday, I was convinced. 

Not that I’m trying to detract from the ability of 
Messrs. Raleigh and Rodney to expert them. But after 
all a guy who goes to a game every week is batting 1.000 
if he sees sixteen teams a season. 

Which means that the only way experts—so-called for 
the sake of argument—can find out what any team has 
on the ball is by reading some stuff by other experts, 
Whose quantity of adjectives may, and often does, exceed 
their quality. 

So you have to be skeptical. Usually it works. You 
expect guys who have been hanging around Alabama all 
season to give you a hundred good reasons why the team 
will beat Tulane. Or an Indiana Hoosier to describe the 
awful beating that Fordham is going to get. And an 
Iowa old grad to rave to you about what the team is going 
to do to Notre Dame . . we'll skip that one. 

The point is that these experts, good or bad, are 
too close to the teams they’re covering to let out a really 
: solid line on the eleven. That goes for us right here too. 
3 Knowing so many players and their potentialities on 
Jocal teams, we're likely to go all out on NYU, Fordham, 
: Manhattan, Columbia without fully taking into account 
the other team’s punch. 

All of which leads directly to that Missouri-NYU rout 
and a feeble explanation. Throughout the week, there was 
a Christman barrage. A guy who had just been a barely- 
remembered name from some team or other, suddenly 
blossoms out as the Dizzy Dean of football. Christman 
Nias the biggest one-week build-up that any one man ever 
Gould have. I got sore. Eddie Boell was—and is—plenty 
passer for my money and I couldn’t see that overplaying 
the Midwesterner and under-rating the local boy. 

It didn’t seem possible that this Christman could step 
out of relative obscurity into one of the nation’s most- 
touted players. So I figured it out neatly—in fact the 
whole staff did except for Marmy—that NYU would swamp 
Missouri. I reasoned it out like this: 

Give Christman a break and call the air game even. 

O. K. Then look at that wealth of running power the 

Violets have. Say Mikulka will murder ’em. Christman 

will beat it back home, a bigger laughing stock than 

Sidney Wooderson; after that “Race of the Century” flop 
last summer. 

But Christman did me dirt. He lived up to his press 
clippings. Not cricket, you know but that guy is a terror. 

Christman put on as fine an individual show as New 
York has ever seen. It was his brilliant passing that shot 

the Violets. And he’s a smart, tricky runner. 

Particularly liked the aggressive, dangerous game 

that Missouri played. It’s the kind of a game which NYU 

usually plays but was scared out of. There was one play 
when Missouri was down on its own four-yard line and 

Christman got back in the end zone to kick. Instead of 

booting the ball, the brilliant ace did the confounding, 

unorthodox, and unheard-of feat of passing. To make it 
funnier the pass was completed. 

Also liked the way Missouri is coached. The team is 
built around Christman, but naturally it is not a one-man 
team. Of course there is no such thing. Coach Faurot 
simply uses Paul's ability to best advantage for the team. 

2 There's a good mixture of ground stuff, with power 

’ plunger Bill Cunningham running the ball, to Keep the 

. defense confused. And several times when you were cer- 
tain that Mr. Christman was going to pass, he ran the 
ball himself—usually for nice gains, once fifteen yards 
for a touchdown. 

A last word on Christman. In the build-up, it was 
mentioned that Paul doesn’t fade back to pass but just 
plants his telegraph-pole legs far apart and lets tacklers 
bounce off as he gets off a rifle-shot. 

Mal Stevens couldn’t believe it, laughed that he didn’t 
know how they tackled out West but here in the East 
when a stationary guy is tackled he goes down. Stevens 
seemed right. He wasn’t. That's just Christman's tech- 
Mique. Now you name three other All-American backs. 

Monday morning quarterbacking is pretty feeble 
stuff but J don’t think NYU should have been beaten as 
badly as it was. NYU came back in great style in the 
second quarter to take a lead at the half and opened the 
third quarter with a bang. But it was a mistake to put 
the subs in. At the time NYU seemed the better team, 
but Missouri was too dangerous. Before Stevens could 
rush Boell back in the game, Missouri had capitalized on 
a blocked kick and started moving. From there on NYU 
slowly faded and when King made that amazing one- 
hand catch of Christman’s touchdown pass in the fourth 
period, the Violets completely folded. 

But they'll come back. Wait till next week.
